Greeley's opinions were the bond of

press associations distribute

go 
to the public only as far as the train 
can carry them during tho morning hour 
or before the family clock strikes the 
note for retiring. 
Universal circula­ 
tion all over the country is no longer 
possible to any newspaper, and the edi­ 
torials of the local press mold the opin­ 
ions of their people. 
Under these con­ 
ditions the New York editor does not 
write for Chicago nor the Chicago edi­ 
tor for St. Louis. 
If the Eastern or 
Western, or the Southern or Pacific 
coast press treat at all the interests of 
other sections it is tuo often in an un 
friendly and critical spirit. 
It is in

6 .—T he House 
gave up the day to discussion of the 
silver bill. 
Mr. McKinley reported a resolution 
providing th a t the House should pro­ 
ceed with the consideration of the Sil­ 
ver bill until Saturday at 3 p. in., when 
the previous question should be consid­ 
ered as ordered. 
After a lively debate 
the resolution wa; adopted by a vote of 
120 yeas to 117 nays. 
T he bill having b ‘en read Mr. Conger 
of Iowa offered the caucus bill as a 
substitute. 
Mr. MeComas of Maryland moved to 
amend the substitute by adding to Sec. 
r> tile words “ and the purchase of silver 
bullion shall be suspended while it is 
being so deposited for coinage.” 
Mr. 
Taylor of Illinois 
offered an 
amendm ent tq the original bill provid­ 
ing that if the net amount of silver 
bullion received shall be 
less than 
92,900.OOO any one month the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall in tho succeeding 
mon th purchase a sufficient amount to 
supply the deficiency. 
Mr. O’Donnell of Michigan moved to 
amend the amendment by striking out 
82,000,000 and inserting 83,000,090. 
This exhausted all 
tho amendments 
which can bo offered 
under the rules, 
and although Mr. Bland was on his feet 
demanding recognition lie was ignored 
by Hie Speaker. 
Mr. Conger, of Iowa, said th at Hie 
time had come when something should 
be done th a t should be wise, conserva­ 
tive, and 
judicious, and at tho same 
time liberal, comprehensive, and cour­ 
ageous. 
No measure could bo satisfac­ 
tory to all men or all parts of tho coun­ 
try. 
Tito bill before the House was not 
entirely satisfactory to himself, but it 
was tin* bill which the majority believed 
would 
greatly improve the 
present 
status and make a long stride in the di­ 
rection the Government ought to go. 
Mr. Williams, of Illinois, spoke in fa­ 
vor of tho free coinage of silver. 
He 
was opposed 
to experimenting in re ­ 
gard to silver. 
Let Congress determine 
hero and now w hether tho country 
should continue to use silver as money 
or not. and if tho question were decided 
in tho affirmative let tho government 
coin silver according to the Constitu­ 
tion. 
Mr. Taylor, of Illinois, spoke in favor 
of the bill and Mr. Lanham, of Texas, 
opposed it. 
Pending further debate the II m e ad­ 
journed. 


Tile Senate, 


W a s h i n g t o n , Ju n e (I.—In Hie Senate 
th e silver bill was taken up, 
and Mr. 
Hiseock addressed the Senate in opposi­ 
tion to the fro a coinage of silver. 
Ile 
believed that a majority of the people 
wore opposed to opening tile mints of 
the United States to the tree coinage of 
tile world's silver. 
In his judgm ent tho 
National Conventions of both political 
parties would, 
by decisive majorities, 
repudiate such a proposition. 
The last 
Democratic National convention 
had 
ignored the question altogether, and 
the 
Republican 
National 
conven­ 
tion (if the proposition had been sub­ 
m itted to it) would have rejected it by 
an overwhelming majority. 
Mr. 
Sherman t lien 
addressed 
the 
Senate. 
He had. he said, consented to 
tile increase of circulation proposed in 
tin* bill—54,000,090 a year. 
Ile saw no 
objection to that, although lie thought 
It a little larger than necessary. 
He be­ 
lieved that Treasury notes based on 
silver bullion would be as safe a substi­ 
tute for na per money as could be con­ 
ceived. 
Ile did not fear to give to those 
T reasury notes every sanction and value 
th at tile United S t a t e s could confer. 
He dill not object to their being made 
a legal tender for all debts, public ami 
private. 
T h at was preferable to the 
free coinage of silver, because 
with all 
Hie efforts made to get the silver dollar 
into circulation there was not one of 
them in circulation to every inhabitant. 
The result of free coinage would be to 
demonetize gold and to cause it to be ‘ 
hoarded or exported. 
The free coinage 
of silver would in* a reversal of the es­ 
tablished policy of the Government from 
tile beginning: it would limit Hie coin­ 
age to a single m etal—and th a t silver. 
As sure as fate silver would (with free 
coinage) be the only standard of money 
iii the United States. 
The pound s te r ­ 
ling would be worth 8*1 instead of SI.8?, 
and the American dollar would be (as in 
colonial times) 
worth three English 
shillings or four francs. 
In conclusion Mr. Sherman said that 
he would vote for any measure th a t 
would, 
in his 
judgment, secure and 
maintain a 
bi-metallic standard—one 
th at would not demonetize gold nor 
cause it to lie boarded or exported, but 
that would establish both gold and sil­ 
ver 
as a common standard at a fixed 
ratio, not only iii the United States, but 
in all Hie nations of the world. 
Tills 
was no time for a radical change of pub­ 
lic policy which scenic I to have no mo­ 
tive except to reduce tile burden of ob­ 
ligations freely tak en —a change that 
was likely to impair tile public credit 
and to produce disorder and confusion 
In all monetary transactions.

While he urges the necessity of parches-? 
mg an additional thousand feet of hose 
at this lime in his report, bo did state to 
the aideim ec, and members of the com­ 
m ittee on fire and water* that wo had 
b l Hi oient hose now in use for ordinary 
fires. 
B ut should there bo another fire 
like that in the BDIr Sc Gowdey wood 
and coal yardp, the lack of hose would 
be seriously felt.

On May 3 i the departm ent was called to 
the coal aud wood sheds of Blah Sc 
Gowdey, on W est Milwaukee street, their 
boiler bouse being o d ti e. Notwith­ 
standing the faot that the denartannt 
was right on had and quickly at work’ 
the fire spread rapidly, destroying a 
num ber cf coal end wocd sheds belong­ 
ing to B lu r Sc Gowdey, the tobacco 
warehouse belonging to C T. Wilcox on 
the west, and doing te n ital dtm sge to 
the coal and word sheds cf bm bh Sc 
Gateley on the t&tt.

E xploring a M exican Volcano. 
W ord has been received from the 
City of Mexico th a t Prof. Angelo Heil- 
prin and Frank C. Baker, represent- 
ing the Academy of N atural Science of 
Philadelphia, made a recent investiga­ 
tion of the volcano of Jorullo, made 
famous by Hum boldt. 
T heir journey 
was made via Patzcuaro and Ario de 
Rosales. 
They could find no trace of 
liquid lava in any of the principal cra­ 
ters. 
V apors were, however, issuing 
from the apex of the principal volcano 
with a tem perature of 150 degrees 
I- ahrenheit. 
Therm om eters throw n 
into the inner crater wall m arked 160 
degrees. 
T he volcano is m anifestly in 
a sem i-active condition. A fter m aking 
the investigation they descended into 
T ierra C aliente through the pines of 
Buena Vista. 
Prof. H eilprin has re­ 
corded this descent. 
In traveling 
from the region of pines the travelers 
dropped am ong the lowlands, w here 
they found immense quantities 
palms, bananas and figs. 
of 


Au Ear From an A natom ical Standpoint. 
The ear is w orth studying from an 
anatom ical point of view. 
Beginning 
with the outer fold or ridge, called the 
helix, which forms the outline, the 
ear is composed of thin cartilage and 
integum ent. 
T he 
next 
prom inent 
ridge is the antihelix, which some peo­ 
ple have very largely developed, but 
in a well-formed ear projects very 
little beyond the helix. The little knob 
th at projects from the foot of tho anti­ 
helix is called the antiragus, 
and the 
corresponding knob on the other sido 
the tragus. 
The deep 
well in the 
center of the ear, 
the concha, so 
term ed from its shell-like form, plays 
the most im portant part in reflecting 
the vibrations into the 
inner ear; 
in fact, all these projections and de­ 
pressions are of im portance to our 
hearing, and play th eir own parts in 
conveying the undulations of sound to 
the drum of the ear.
